Fighting AIDS Continuously Together 


FACT Lehigh Valley was established in 1985 to raise funds and increase 
awareness in an effort to combat the growing AIDS epidemic in Lehigh, 
Northampton and Monroe counties. 

FACT Lehigh Valley is an all-volunteer, non-profit organization with one 
purpose in mind - to maintain the quality of life for those infected and 
affected by HIV/ AIDS. 

Through aggressive fund-raising endeavors, FACT Lehigh Valley is able to 
provide essential funding to individuals in the community Emergency funds 
are available to people who have nowhere else to turn for such things as 
medication, electric and heating bills, counseling, special equipment, 
transportation, rent and other personal needs when all other funding 
resources are exhausted In addition, FACT Lehigh Valley makes grant 
funds available to organizations that provide services to those who are HIV 
positive. We also conduct educational programs on AIDS prevention and 
awareness. Our educational programs include special presentations to area 
schools, healthcare associations and special interest groups. 

Our executive board consists of a President, Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer. All positions are voted on an annual basis. 

The combined talents of the additional Board Members provide the energy 
and ability necessary to continue our mission. All activities are governed by 
the regulations of a 501 ( C ) 3 non-profit organization. 

Our ability to continue to act as an effective lifeline of support for those 
affected by HIV/AIDS depends on both our internal fund-raising capability 
and support from organizations that recognize the devastating impact of this 
disease on our community. 

FACT Funds: 

The Money Raised by FACT provides for the following services, (within 
established FACT guidelines); 

1) Medical/Prescription/Counseling expenses: Covers medicine, therapy 
etc. Co-pay or entire costs. 

2) House expenses: Rental and mortgage assistance. 

3) Utilities: Heating oil, gas, and electric, basic phone service. 

4) Personal Care Expenses, covers non-prescription medication, 
nutritional supplements, eyeglasses, home care needs and similar 

expenses. 

5) Transportation Expenses: including car repair for necessary travel to 
work, doctors and for family needs 

6) Funeral Expenses: Allows for assistance towards respectful burial. 






The Five Steps to Take To Get Financial Support From 
FACT Lehigh Valley: 

Your generous support is dispersed through social agencies and is made available to 

all HIV and AIDS related residents of Lehigh, Northampton and Monroe counties. 

The five steps for obtaining financial emergency aid from FACT Lehigh Valley as 
set forth by the organizations guidelines are: 

1) Apply to a Social Service Agency, i.e. ASC, AIDS Activities Office (Lehigh 
Valley Hospital), Neighbors of Monroe County, and others. Check with your 
local agency for further information. 

2) Social Service Agency contacts FACT Lehigh Valley for emergency 
Assistance. 

3) Committee from FACT Lehigh Valley approves request based on anonymous 
information supplied by social service agency with emergency request. 

4) Check is issued directly to supplier of service, i.e. mortgage company, phone 
company, utilities company, insurance company, auto repair service, etc. 

5) Check is sent through the social service agency and service is paid for. 

This assistance is available from FACT Lehigh Valley. However, in order to 
maintain a non-profit status it is necessary to go through a social service agency 
such as those listed to obtain the assistance. This procedure insures the proper 
application of all monies raised by FACT from its donors and guarantees our 
non-profit status. In most cases, following the filing of the initial paperwork, 
requests for assistance and issuance of checks can be accomplished in one 
week.

The NAMES Project AIDS Memorial Quilt 
Background Information 

In June of 1987, a small group of strangers gathered in a San Francisco storefront to 
document the lives they feared history would neglect. Their goal was to create a 
memorial for those who had died of AIDS, and to they by help people understand 
the devastating impact of the disease. This meeting of devoted friends and lovers 
served the foundation of the NAMES Project AIDS Memorial Quilt. 

Today, twelve years later, the Quilt is a powerful visual reminder of the AIDS 
pandemic. More that 44,000 individual 3-by-6-foot memorial panels—each one 
commemorating the life of someone who has died of complications related to AIDS- 
-have been sewn together by friends, lovers and family members. The NAMES 
Project foundation coordinates displays of portions of the Quilt worldwide. 

The Quilt was conceived in November of 1985 by longtime San Francisco gay 
rights activist Cleve Jones. Since the 1978 assassination of gay San Francisco 
Supervisor Harvey Milk, Jones had helped to organize the annual candlelight march 
honoring Milk. As he was planning for the 1985 march, he learned that the number 
of San Franciscans lost to AIDS had passed the 1,000 mark. He was moved to ask 
each of his fellow marchers to write on placards the names of friends and loved ones 
who had died of AIDS. At the end of the march, Jones and others stood on ladders, 
above the sea of candlelight, taping these placards to the wall of the San Francisco 
Federal Building. The wall of names looked to Jones like a patchwork quilt. 

Inspired by this sight, Jones made plans for a larger memorial. A little over a year 
later, he created the first panel for the NAMES Project AIDS Memorial Quilt in 
memory of his friends Marvin Feldman, to whom the Quilt is dedicated. In June 
1987, Jones teamed up with Mike Smith and several others to formally organize the 
NAMES Project Foundation. 

Public response to the Quilt was immediate. People in each of the U.S. cities most 
affected by AIDS-New York, Los Angeles and San Francisco-sent panels to the 
San Francisco workshop in memory of their friends and loved ones. Generous 
donors rapidly Filled "wish lists" for sewing machines, office supplies and 
volunteers. Gay men and their friends were especially supportive. 





As awareness of the Quilt grew, so did participation. Thousands of individuals and 
groups from all over the world sent panels to San Francisco to be included in the 
Quilt. 

On October 11, 1987, the NAMES Project displayed the Quilt for the First time on 
the Capitol Mall in Washington, D.C., during the National March on Washington 
for Lesbian and Gay Rights. It covered a space larger that a football Field and 
included 1,920 panels. Haifa million people visited the Quilt that weekend. 

The overwhelming response to the Quilt's inaugural display led to a four-month, 20- 
city, national tour for the Quilt in spring 1988. The tour raised nearly $500.00 for 
hundreds of AIDS service organizations. More than 9,000 volunteers across the 
country helped the seven-person traveling crew move and display the Quilt. Local 
panels were added in each city, tripling the Quilt's size to more than 6,000 panels by 
the end of the tour. 

The Quilt returned to Washington, D.C. in October 1988, when 8,288 panels were 
displayed on the Ellipse in front of the White House. Celebrities, politicians, 
families, lovers and friends read aloud the names of the people represented by the 
Quilt panels. The reading of names is now a tradition followed at nearly every Quilt 
display. 

In 1989, a second NAMES Project tour of North America brought the Quilt to 19 
additional cities in the U.S. and Canada. That tour and other 1989 displays raised 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars for AIDS service organizations. In October of 
that year, the Quilt was again displayed on the Ellipse in Washington, D.C. 

As of 1992, the AIDS Memorial Quilt included panels from every U.S. state and 28 
countries. In October 1992, the Entire Quilt returned to Washington, D.C., this time 
in the shadow of the Washington Monument. To reflect the global nature of the 
AIDS pandemic, this display was titled the "International Display." 

In Januaiy 1993, the NAMES Project was invited to march in President Clinton's 
inaugural parade. Over 200 volunteers, including representatives of national AIDS 
organizations and Leanza Cornett, Miss America 1993, carried Quilt panels down 
Pennsylvania Avenue in the parade. 

An estimated l.2million people visited the Quilt when it was shown in its entirety in 
Washington, D.C. in October 1996. Covering the National Mall from the 
Washington Monument to the grounds of the U.S. Capitol Building, the Quilt 
occupied an area equal to 24 football fields and weight more that 50 tons. Some 
2,500 new panels were added to the Quilt over the three days it was shown, putting 
the total number of panels displayed at more than 40,000. Over 10,000 volunteers 
came to Washington from around the world to make the display happen. For the First 
time since it was started, a U.S. President and Vice President visited a display of the 
entire Quilt. 





Today, there are nearly 50 NAMES Project chapters in the U. S. and 36 independent 
Quilt affiliates from around the World. Since 1987, over 13 million people have 
visited the Quilt in thousands of displays worldwide. 

Such Displays^ the NAMES Project Foundation has raised almost $ 1.85 million for 
AIDS service organizations throughout North America. 


The Washington, D.C. displays of October 1987, 1988, 1989, 1992, and 1996 are 
the only ones to have featured the Quilt in its entirety. 

The Quilt is the largest example of a community art project in the world. It has 
redefined the tradition of quilt making in response to contemporary circumstances. 

The Quilt was nominated for a Nobel Peace Prize in 1989. Common Threads: 
Stories from the Quilt won the Academy Award as the best feature-length 
documentary film of 1989. A Promise to Remember, a collection of letters to the 
NAMES Project written by panel makers, was published by Avon in July 1992. In 
September 1996, Simon and Schuster released the book Always Remember, a 
retrospective of panels created by and for a spectrum of international fashion 
designers.
